Legislation approved by the sen­ 
ate banking comm ittee yesterday 
fixed a Nov. I deadline for Mr. 
Roosevelt to exercise the proposed 
powers to control the cost of liv­ 
ing. 
W age Increases Limited 
The house banking committee, 
alm ost simultaneously, approved a 
sim ilar bill but with the provision 
adopted by the W ar Labor Board 
in the Little Steel case forbidding 
a wage or salary increase to an 
employe earning 15 percent more 
than on Jan. I, 1941—an amount 
equivalent to the rise in living 
costs since th at date. 
As the m easure cam e out of the 
banking committee with a unani­ 
mous vote, it would authorize and 
direct the President to issue a gen­ 
eral order on or before Nov. I 
stabilizing prices, wages and sal­ 
aries at S ep t IS levels, as far as 
practical. 
The Nov. I date, inserted on mo­ 
tion of Sen. Taft (R) of Ohio over 
the objections of Democratic Lead­ 
er Barkley of Kentucky, was re­ 
garded in some quarters as a con­ 
gressional answ er to Mr. Roose­ 
velt's recent you-do-it-or-I-will ulti­ 
m atum to legislators to act on anti­ 
inflation legislation before Oct. I.

To Check Invaders 


Guns Flame From Karelian Sector To 
Central Caucasus As Soviets Gain 
Along Other Fronts In Battle

MOSCOW, Sept. IO— Reinforced Red arm y troops battled 
vigorously within Stalingrad and upon the exposed Nazi le f t 
flank there today in a surpreme effort to halt and turn back 
German divisions whose vanguards are dangerously close to the 
c i t y ’s heart. 
Guns flamed in other sectors from the Karelian front to the 
central Caucasus and Russians emphasized Soviet gains in a 
diversionary offensive in the Voronezh area, 300 miles north­ 
w est of Stalingrad. 
Tho Germans, however, developed continuous attacks both In the 
northw estern section of Stalingrad and against a Soviet-held height 
dominating the center of tho city. Some of the invaders were reported 
arrayed in Red arm y uniforms. 
Siberian-trained troops moved into the firing lines at Stalingrad. 
They were among the thousands headed westward to join the Red 
arm y ’s veterans. 
(Some of these may have struck directly across the Volga at the 
neck of the Axis salient into the industrial center, for the Berlin 
communique said a “relief attack made by strong enemy Infantry and! 
arm ored units from the north” against a German wedge “collapsed 
with heavy loss . . . more than IOO tanks were destroyed.” 
(The German communique m ay have been referring simply to 
counter-attacks from Stalingrad, but the Russians have placed the 
northw estern battle sector within the outskirts of the city.) 
Reds Seize Important Height 
The Russians said Red army men, slashing through a netw ork of 
barbed wire, mine fields, pill-boxes and dugouts, had captured several 
additional settlem ents in the basin of the upper Doc a Inuit Voronezh 
and that street fighting Is progressing In others. 
Karelian front troops were credited with the capture of an im­ 
po rtan t height In hand-to-hand fighting which cost the lives of 400 
Finns.

for action. T he g o v e rn m e n t has been following, not 
leading, Its citizens. T h ey have w anted it to deal 
fo rth rig h tly with th e ru b b er crisis, conscription, J a p a ­ 
n ese aggression, r e a r m a m e n t and ratio n in g long be­ 
fore an y th in g w as done. 
T here h a s been too m u ch a tte n tio n in W ashing 
ton to th e political effect of m easu res, too m uch 
w o rry a b o u t p rep arin g public opinion for shocks 
lest, the shock p roduce rep ercu ssio n s a t the polls. 
T h e fed eral governm ent, controlled by a coalition 
claim ing to he the special frien d s of th e com m on 
m an, h as been sing ularly lacking in faith In the 
com m on m a n ’s ability to see th in g s straig ht. G overn­ 
m e n t spokesm en until recen tly h a v e been coddling 
th e people into w h a t the people knew was going to 
be one of th e g rim m est ex p eriences in history. T h e re 
h as been a surplus of skepticism in the governm ent 
ab ou t the m ental sta bility of th e o rd in a ry Am erican 
and his ability to take it without going to pieces. 
S kepticism can go too far w hen tu rn ed loose in 
th e w ron g place.

Yes, the worshippers of the Ris­ 
ing Sun will take a lot of beating. 
W hat then Is the basic strategy 
which will give best results? Let’s 
get at it this way: 
The heart of Nippon's strength, 
in all categories, lies in the home­ 
land—Japan proper. There are her 
arsenals, her manpower, her finan­ 
cial resources. All this is contained 


within an area of 148,756 square 
miles—about the size of Montana. 
And the borders aren’t protected by 
other territories, but only by the 
sea. 
So the strength of this primitive 
Samson is localized. W e don’t have 
to overrun a territory the size of 
say Australia—a mighty task for 
any nation—to do our stint. We 
don't have to reconquer all the Jap­ 
anese conquests as a preliminary. 
Our primary task is to cut Sam ­ 
son’s locks, whereupon his big body 
will lose Its power. 
Therefore I believe that when 
the m ajor Allied offensive against 
the Japanese gets under way, it 
will strike primarily a t the heart 
of the empire — Japan proper — 
rather than start at the circumfer­ 
ence with the idea of reclaiming 
the hodge-podge of Nipponese con­ 
quests piecemeal in order to reach 
the homeland. 
The main Allied objective Is. or 
so I assume, to fight in Japan pro­ 
per. W e shall approach this opera­ 
tion by first bombing hell out of 
that neatly arranged concentration 
of resources. We shall pulverize the 
island’s industries and transporta­ 
tion system until finally we are 
ready to put an army ashore for the 
kill. 
Once Japan proper is conquered, 
the rest of the ill-gotten empire will 
succumb. That doesn't mean there 
won’t be much fighting outside J a ­ 
pan. There will be, and It’s going on 
right now. Rut our main task will 
be done when we have just about 
wiped 
the Mikado’* kingdom off 
the map.
